Besides, howev er much sympathy theie 
limy have been, had been ileatroyed because 
Mr. IJunean hud loft Victoria for the United 
States I wo or three days before tho arrival 
of I he Coriuofant with .some of his Indi- 
ans.

A eorresiMindent writing from lltizulton, 
iSkeciiii river, under ilate of Oct. 5th, fur- 
nishes the following account of a sad 
accident that occurred at that point on the 
above date. Two Indian boys of llazeltoii 
were amusing themselves by phiying with 
li loaded gun, when it accidentivlly ex- 
ploded, lodging its contents in the stomach 
of one of them. . I'lie injured lad was 
taken lo t he nearest house and an exami- 
nation [iroved that the intestines were 
protruding and broken. No doctor was 
proourable. Great ox'eitenient reigned for 
a time, the friends of the injured boy be- 
ing furious, and for a while the life of the 
otrendiiig hoy tri'iiililed ill Ihe balance. 
What might liave happc'iied is dlllicnll to 
say, had ii(d. jM r. W. 11. Washlionriie, tin 
.Vmericjtii, who has lately t.-dceii up his 
residence in Hazellon, came forward in 
the midst of the iijiroar tind oMeretflo at- 
tend to the wound on the condition that, 
should the .boy die, no blame wtjuld be at- 
tached to him. The oti'er was accepted, 
and Mr. W. sot to work, and no small 
praise is due him for Ihe |iali(!nce and 
.■ikill whieli he disjilayed in .'i case that 
would have t.-ixitd the a'liilily of a talented 
surgeon. After all was done tlitd could 
ho, the patieni was rmuoxed to his house, 
that he might the better attend the 
wound. It was a noble act and one 
which deserves acknowledgment. 

One word about the boy himself must 
he given. His snU'ering must have lieen 
intense and he bore it well. Nor is this 
idl. He displayed a kind and gentle 
spirit. His moiliei' crying aloud beside 
his couch seemed inconsolahlo. The little 
fellow sirokod her face most emlearingly 
.saying, •'Mother, do not cry now; wail 
fill I am dead." Again: "Mother, do 
not be angry w itii the boy who shot lue ; 
we were only playing and no Imrni wns 
iiiteiideil." ( "hrisi iaii children yc;i, Chris 
tian iiK'ii and women - learn a lesson here 
from a poor ignorant, heathen hoy of some 
12 years of age! Not withslaudiiig the
